The Eighteenth Annual Convention of the National Canners Association, held 
Cincinneti where its first convention took place in 1908, set an attendance re- 
ord surpassed but once in the Association's history. In character of program, in 
mterest shown by members in the various subjects under discussion, and in general 


. mthusiasm the Cincinnati Convention will rank first among the canners' annual meet- 


gs. This interest and enthusiasm found concrete expression in numerous applica- 
ions for membership received during the progress of the convention. 


. The Food Show, held in Music Hall, again demonstrated that this is one of 

Mine most popular features of convention week, Cincinnati's people thronged the Show 
om the minute it opened to the public until the very closing hour, The machinery 
hibit, also held in Music Hall, was up to its usual high standard. 


Among resolutions adopted by the Convention were those which endorsed and 
rged the enactment of the bill introduced in the U. S. Senate by Senator Norris au- 
horizing the Secretary of Agriculture to cooperate with state officials, crop im- 
rovemont associations or growers of sceds, to encourage the production of seeds of 
igh varietal purity and quality; recommended that members of the Association co- 
perate in every possible and practicable way in forwarding the objective of Golden 

le Sunday, the promotion of which will assist in the support of destitute children 
m the Near East; recommended that plans be started early for Canned Foods Week in 
he Fall of 1925 and that these plans provide for « closer relationship in financing 
nd administration between the various elements of the trade; invited trade organi- 
ations representative of the canners, brokers, wholesale and retail grocors, can- 
ing machinery and supply houses and others interested in the production and distri- 
ution of canned foods, to appoint not more than two representatives each to serve 
na joint committee which is to consider and endeavor to forffulate ce plan for es- 
ablishing, financing and operating a Canned Foods Foundetion; expressed the 
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ssocintion's approciation of the many courtcsios oxtonded by the people of Cincin- 
mati, the Cincinnati Women's Club, the Cincinnati Chamber of Commorce, and the Can- 


hing Machinery and Supplies Association, and tendered the Association's thanks to 
he various speakers for their service. 


Authority was delegated to the Presidents of the National Cannors Associa- 
ion and allied associations to fix the place for the next convention.

Proposed Changes in Froight Ratos on Fish and Fruit Suspended. 


: The Intorstate Commerce Commission has suspended until day 30th, schedules 
iled by carriers in Official Classification Territory proposing to rovise their 
lassification so as to make the ratings on articles in glass the next numbered 

lass above the ratings on the same commodities in metal cans. This suspension re- 


bulted from a protest to the proposed changes filed by the Traffic Committee of the 
ational Canners Association. 


The case has been set for hearing at the office of the Interstate Commerce 
omission in Washington before Examiner Gaddess on February 25th, for the purpose 
f determining whether or not the increased ratings are justified. 


All of the proposed changes relate to less-than-carlord shipments. Brief- 
ly stated, the changes proposed would result in increases from third class to Rule 
P56 when the articles named (fish, fruit, jams, jellios or preserves, meats and mince 
heat) are shipped in cratos, and from Rule 26 to third class when shipped in barrels 
br boxes. The change from third class to Rule 25 is an increase of approximately 
B.9 per cent and that from Rule 26 to third class 25 per cent, 


The ratings proposed by the carriors resulted from the Comnission's carli- 
Pr decision in a case where the ratings on cortain canned foods in glass were at- 
Fackod as unreasonable to the extent that they exceeded the ratings on the same com- 
modities in motal cans. The present ratings are gonerally Rule 26 in metal cans and 
First or second class in glass. In this caso, the Commission found that the ratings 
m certain canned foods, when in glass, packed in barrols or boxes, should not ex- 
eed by more than one numbered class the ratings on the same articles, when in metal 
ans, in barrels or boxes; but tho Commission oxpressed no opinion as to whether or 
ot compliance with this finding should be effected entirely by reductions, 


The schedules which have now been suspended until May 30th, as will be 
een, in offect advance the rates on articles in metal cans, They include also some 
reductions in the ratings on articles in glass. 


Fourteen Years of Canning. 


Accompanying this Membership Letter is a statement compiled from returns 
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bf the Census Buroeau giving its statistics on tho output of the canning industry for 
he years 1909, 1914, 1919, 1921, and 1923. Prior to 1919, a consus of manufactures 
ns takon covery five yoars; now this consus is on a bionnial basis. The next fig- 
es to be collectod by tho Consus Burecau will cover the yoar 1925. 


Vitamins in Canned Foods, 


Since tho issuance in 1922 of bulletin 19-L, "Vitamins in Cannod Foods", 
dditional facts rogarding vitamins havo buon developed by various invostigators, 
ho bulletin has accordingly becn revisod and brought thoroughly up to date. Copies 
bf tho new edition havo boen mailed to 11] mombers of the Association. 


Miss Marlatt Misquotod. 


In our Membership Letter No. 93, wo reproduced an editorial from the New 
ork Herald-Tribune, in order to show tho favorable attitude of that paper toward 
anned foods, Tho editorial made reforence to an address by Miss A. Le Marlatt, Di- 
ector of the Course in Home Economics at the University of Wisconsin, to which 
eforence Miss Marlatt takes exception in a lottor to this office, seying that she 
as incorrectly quotod and her attitude misrepresentod in the editorial referred to. 


As a matter of fact, Miss Marlatt cited the convenionce and accossibility 
pf canned foods as an advantage in the home, affording the housewifo more free timo 
or other duties and for family lifo than she would otherwise havo. 


Miss Marlatt's wide information on this subject and her friondly attitude 
oward canned foods are generally know, so thet this correction is probably unnec- 
bssary. 


"Call to Our Attontion Our Shortcomings. “ 


"In the future we will be oxtremoly careful to invostigate any story of 
his nature," writes tho editor of a newspaper which recently published a despatch 
roporting the illness of a family from ptomaine poisoning, "and we assure you wo

This letter resulted from the Association's investigation of a press do- 
Spatch which, by inforence, ascribed a family's illness to canned foods, when in 
meact no canned foods had boen eaten at the time the illness occurred.

1923 Census of Canning Industry. 


Preliminary statistics on the output of the canning industry - vegetables, 
fruits, soup, and fish, oysters, etc. - for the year 1923 have been issued recently 
aby the Consus Bureau. To permit a comparison with the pre-war output and the pro- 
duction in post-war years, the following figures have been compiled from the Census 
returns. First is given a summary for vegetables, fruits, fish, etc., and soups, 
and this is followed by statistics for individual articles, so far as comparable 
figures are given in the Census returns. The quantities are stated in standard 
cases for the respective products.
